( i ) Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Committee,  Mrs.  Puckle, 
for  the  resume'  of  this  Committee's  valuable  work:- 

The  Beaconsfield  Old  People's  Yfelfare  Committee  was  founded  in  1951 
and  is  composed  of  representatives  of  the  Beaconsfield  CounciL,  and  nearly 
every  voluntary  organisation  in  the  town. 

The  Committee  provides  the  following  facilities  for  about  350  old 
people:-  Visiting  at  regular  intervals,  Chiropody,  Physiotherapy,  etc. 

To  help  the  elderly  person  to  deal  with  a sudden  emergency,  stamped 
addressed  post  cards  to  the  Secretary,  and  "Good  Neighbour"  cards  for 
display  in  the  window,  are  left  with  each  old  person. 

The  Committee  also  operates  a coal  and  clothing  club  to  which  the 
Mary  Thompson  Charity  adds  10/-  per  card  per  annum.  Monetary  assistance 
is  also  given  to  the  elderly  to  help  in  the  purchase  of  glasses,  and  the 
chiropody  and  physiotherapy  services  are  subsidised  from  Committee  funds. 

A tea  and  concert  is  arranged  every  August  and  an  exhibition  of  old 
people's  work  in  October,, 

The  funds  which  enable  the  Committee  to  do  this  work  come  from  the 
Annual  Alexandra  Rose  Day  collections,  the  Bekonscot  Model  Railway,  the 
Beaconsfield  District  Nursing  Fund,  and  other  organizations  and  individuals. 

(ii)  Old  People's  Clubs. 

Further  important  facilities  for  the  elderly  are  provided  by  the  two 
Clubs  for  the  elderly,  these  being  rim  by  separate  Committees.

The  unusually  high  percentage  in  1959  (i.e.  85^)  of  children 
immunised  against  Diphtheria  by  the  age  of  12  months  was  due  in 
part  to  the  sense  of  urgency  felt  by  parents  following  the 
occurrence  of  Diphtheria  in  a neighbouring  district.  At  present 
over  25%  of  children  immunised  against  diphtheria  do  not  normally 
complete  their  immunisations  until  their  second  year  of  life. 

Tetanus 

A quite  significant  proportion  of  babies,  school  children 
and  adults  are  now  receiving  protection  against  tetanus. 

This  procedure  is  to  be  particularly  recommended  to  individuals 
whose  work  or  play  involves  the  risk  of  the  contamination  of 
cuts  or  grazes  with  soil,  e.g.  farmworkers,  gardeners,  foot- 
ballers, school  children,  etc.

1,  Water  Supply 

There  is  a piped  water  supply  to  the  whole  of  the  Urban 
District,  The  supply  is  provided  by  the  Rickmansworth  & Uxbridge 
Valley  Water  Company  and  the  Bucks,  Water  Board.  The  former 
serves  the  Old  and  the  New  Towns  and  the  latter  Holtspur  and 
District. 

The  p/ater  contains  a high  degree  of  temporary  hardness,  and 
therefore  no  problems  from  plumbo-solvency  occur.  An  adequate 
supply  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  district  during  the 
year. 

There  are  now  no  wells  supplying  drinking  water  within  the 
district. 

2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Nearly  the  whole  of  the  district  is  connected  to  one  of  the 
two  sep/erage  systems.  The  Old  Town  is  sewered  to  a modified  broad 
irrigation  works  at  Hedgerley  Lane  and  the  New  Town  and  Holtspur 
Areas  are  sev/ered  to  the  disposal  works  off  Riding  Lane  at  Holtspur 

The  majority  of  the  cesspools  remaining  are  for  premises  which 
are  outlying  and  these  are  emptied  free  within  A-8  hours  of 
receiving  notification. 
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It  is  apparent  that  both  sewage  works  were  not  originally 
designed  to  handle  the  amount  of  sewage  that  is  at  present 
gravitating  to  them  and  although  many  modifications  have  been  made 
over  the  years  to  cope  with  the  increased  quantity,  it  is 
considered  that  some  extensive  alterations  will  have  to  be  made 
in  the  future.  The  sewerage  systems  however  are  adequate. 

3.  Collection  and  Disposal  of  Refuse. 

The  house-to-house  collection  of  refuse  has  been  maintained 
on  a weekly  basis  throughout- the  year.  Twice  weekly  collections 
are  made  to  shop  premises  as  required  and  in  these  cases  a small 
annual  charge  is  made. 

The  refuse  is  taken  to  a private  tip  just  outside  the 
Beaconsfield  Urban  District  and  is  being  used  as  backfilling  to  a 
gravel  pit.  The  paper  salvage  is  sorted,  baled  and  sold  to  one  of 
the  local  paper  mills.  Metal  is  taken  by  a scrap  merchant.

7.  Moveable  Dwellings

8.  Rodent  Infestation  and  Destruction 

A summary  of  the  number  of  rodent  infestations  dealt  with 
during  the  year  ended  31st  December,  I960,  is  shown  below: -

The  estimated  figure  of  350  has  mainly  been  made  up  of  building 
inspections  carried  out  when  premises  are  being  altered,  extended  or 
modernised.  It  has  been  found  that  many  infestations  occur  at 
building  sites  where  the  men  have  their  meals  on  site.  These  infes- 
tations have  been  found  to  be  particularly  difficult  to  control  as 
food  scraps,  empty  milk  bottles,  food  cartons,  etc.  are  often  left 
strewn  about  the  site. 

9.  Disinfestation

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

1.  Milk  and  Dairies  (G-eneral)  Regulations,  1959 > 

The  Bucks. County  Council,  as  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority 
sample  milk  produced  in  the  district.  These  samples  are  sent 
for  bacteriological  examination  primarily  for  Tubercle  Bacilli. 

The  examination  also  however  reveals  the  presence  of  Brucella 
organisms,  When  such  organisms  are  isolated,  the  District  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  is  informed. 

During  the  year  two  such  notifications  were  received 
concerning  the  same  herd.  At  the  time  of  the  first  notification 
all  the  milk  was  being  sent  for  pasteurisation.  At  the  time 
of  the  second  notification,  part  of  the  milk  was  required  for 
sale  unpasteurised.  Ring  Tests  were  carried  out  on 
bulk  and  individual  samples  of  milk.  The  milk  from  those  cows 
showing  positive  results  was  diverted  for  pasteurisation. 

Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  & Sterilised  Milk) 
Regulations  1949 . 

Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Raw  Milk)  Regulations  194-9 . 

During  the  year  15  licences  were  issued,  6 to  use  the 
designation  'Tuberculin  Tested',  6 to  use  the  designation 
'Pasteurised',  and  three  to  use  the  designation  'Sterilised'. 

2.  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955 « 

Routine  inspections  of  the  premises  subject  to  the  above 
Regulations  have  been  maintained  and  where  necessary  the 
owners  have  been  asked  to  make  alterations,  eto. 

It  is  of  interest  that  the  majority  of  food  shop  owners 
are  anxious  to  improve  their  premises  in  an  effort  to  obtain 
a higher  standard  of  hygiene,  and  many  extensive  improvements 
have  been  made  during  the  year.

Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958 

The  above  Act  required  each  local  authority  to  make  a 
review  and  thereafter  report  on  the  existing  and  probable 
future  requirements  of  their  district  for  slaughterhouse  facili- 
ties. Extensive  enquiries  were  made  of  all  the  interested  parties 
and  the  following  conclusion  reached:- 

Although  there  are  no  slaughterhouse  facilities  within  the 
district,  the  supplies  which  the  butchers  obtain  from  neighbouring 
slaughterhouses  are  sufficient  in  quantity  and  quality  for  their 
needs.  Furthermore,  they  are  confident  that  the  increase  in 
population  that  is  likely  to  take  place  within  the  next  few  years 
can  be  adequately  accommodated. 

The  report  was  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  and  subsequently  approved  by  him.

Public  Swimming  Bath 

The  open  air  public  swimming  bath  at  the  Bell  House  Hotel 
is  approximately  75*  0"  x 28'  0"  and  varies  in  depth  from  3'6" 
at  one  end  to  8*  0"  at  the  other.  The  filling  of  the  bath  is  . 
carried  out  directly  from  the  water  main, 

A continuous  filtration,  chlorination  and  aeration  process 
is  used  and  the  motor  operating  the  pump  is  governed  to  ensure 
that  a complete  change  of  water  takes  place  about  every  5^  hours. 
As  in  the  previous  year  a daily  check  has  been  maintained  of  the 
pH  value  and  free  chlorine  content  of  the  water.
